Chicago. June 14.—The teamsters 


strike proper has almost been losl 
sight of, the attention of both sides to 
the controversy being occupied more 
with the charges of bribery in con- 
nection with labor unions in Chicago 
than with the real issue. Within the 
next 24 hours, it is said, a history of 
the 
secret 
transactions " of 
labor 


unions in Chicago for the past four 
years will be made public, and the 
information will implicate many labor 
leaders who. it is asserted, have ac- 
cepted bribes to call off strikes. The 
man who is expected to give this in- 


1 formation is John C. Driscoll, former 
secretary of the coal team owners' 
associatiopr who has been the inter- 
mediary between the employers and 
the teamsters' unions in this city for 
the past four years. 


Driscoll says he will appear before 


the grand jury with documentary evi- 
dence showing that several labor lead- 
ers have been receiving large sums 
of money through Driscoll, which, it 
is declared by the latter, the employ- 
ers were forced to pay to prevent 
their employes being called out on 
strike. To substantiate his statement 
Driscoll displayed a bank check book, 
the stubs on which he said correspond 
to the amounts of money paid to thesf 
labor leaders. This bank book will be 
offered in Ms testimony before the 
grand jury. 


Tie method used by Driscoll, ae- 


cording to his own statement, was 
this: An employer or an organization 
of employers who was affected by a 
strike, or .who was likely to be. would 
call and ask him to use his influence 
to bring about an adjustment of the 
difficulty. 


The fees, according to Drisooll, paid 


the union men ranged from $100 to 
thousands of dollars, the" aggregate, 
being 'estimated .by him at $80,000. 
Driscoll declares that he never re- 
ceived a dollar of this money for his 
efforts in averting trouble, except 
from the organizations of which he 
was acting as secretary.

In Attack on Forts Which Defend the 


National Capital—Mimic War 


Game is Played. 


Fort Hunt, Va., June 14.—The first 


gun in defense of Washington was 
fired by one of the 8-inch batteries of 
Fort Hunt. 
The target was one of 


the units of Admiral Dickens' squad- 
ron, which appeared to be of the 
cruiser type. 
She had just rounded 


Marshall's Point, about three miles 
below the fort, proceeding slowly up 
the river. That she was an "enemy" 
was indicated by a signal from one of 
the fort's 60-inch searchlights. 
After 


the initial fire the shooting became 
general, and six minutes was taken up 
by fort Washington's 
12-inch bat- 


teries. When the required number of 
shots from the fort had been firod to 
constructively put the ship out of ac- 
tion, the firing ceased. 


For the third time in the last 24 


hours the battleship Texas flagship; 
the training ship Hartford and tl.J 
gunboat Hornet were constructively 
sunk off Fort Monroe. Heavy firing 
was maintained by both fleet and fort 
for almost half an hour. So far as 
can be learned now only one mine 
was exploded during the last encoun- 
ter, and that may have been struck 
by a merchant ship.

W. C. Kenyon. the first man to make 


the experiment, has a corn husker and 
a corn thresher, a fcedmill, circular 
sawmill and a big grindstone all on 
the same floor. 
By the same power 


the shelled corn is elevated to the floor 
above. 


Mr. Kenyon stables G5 head of cows, 


and his motor is sufficient in power to 
cut all the feed required for the entire 
herd besides cutting his firewood. He 
grinds 50 bushel baskets of corn in an 
hour, the grinder grinding up corn and 
cob into a meal that makes a desirable 
food for dairy cows. He cuts up three 
loads of wood in an hour. 


.1 
M Fletcher carries his shelled 


corn from I he big husker to a commill 
and it is reduced to meal at the same 
time the todder is being threshed. He 
finds ho is able to thresh big wagon 
loads in an hour and a half, and in thai 
time ho has ground up o3 sacks of 
meal. 


I'p to (bis time all of the farmers be- 


ing largely engaged in the dairy farm- 
ing, ate doing about the same thins 
with their motors, namely, the reduc- 
ing of unhiisked coin todder to co\\ 
feed. 
All of them will add machinery 


as tho\- want it. All the motors, save 
one. aro of 15 horsepower and cost 
from So'iO to ?t>on. The motor bouses 
tost from $-•"> to $•'••"» and tho shafting 
fiom S7."> to Sioii. 


Tho company provides oa<h motor 


with a meter, and the charges for cm 
rent used lias been fixed at 4 cents per 
l<iO kilowatts, so the patron pays for 
what he uses.

were fleeced when they tackled the 
Groves sure thing. He fleeced friends 
and foes alike, and nobody was bai'red. 
The roof was off at all times and the 
deep blue sky was the limit. 


"Only one man was known to have 


bettered Groves in any sort of a deal. 
A pugilistic manager went up against 
the faro game and was .almost $500 to 
the bad when he discovered that he 
was working against a brace box. He 
became wrathy, but did not squeal. 
Rather than that he laid his plans to 
get Groves on any old line. 


"The manager had some money in a 


Washington bank. He cashed a couple 
of drafts for small amounts in Grove's 
place, then raised the amounts until 
his credit was up to a high ebb. When 
the time came for his getaway he cash- 
ed a draft for $560, $60 of which was 
in payment of a gambling debt. 
t 


Groves was absoluetly powerless. He 


did not dare to take the matter to the 
courts, for the manager would bring up 
the open gambling and then the police 
would be compelled to shut the Groves 
end of the suit into oblivion. 
Groves 


worried over the loss—not of the 
money, but his own self-conceit. 


"A little over a year ago Groves died 


in Texas, to which state he had been 
ordered by his physician to cure the 
gambler's consumption. When he clied 
he left p roperty valued at almost $100,i 


000, and the base of the whole could be 
traced to the one lone quarter he bor- 


wonoering people 
hereabouts 


never before seen. 


She made several ineffectual

tempts to enter society, but society 
held aloof. Discouraged at the cold- 
ness of those whom she thought

dtaw to her by her display of wealth 
she commenced to drink. Then com- 
menced a series of bacchanalian revel-

tire community. 
Some time prior to 


tnis Judge J. F. Bunn, a prominent at- 
torney of Tiffin and former Probate 
Judge of the county, commenced 
to 


transact her legal business. From the 
first they became almost inseperable 
companions, though it is said that he 
figured in the many escapades more as 
a guardian to see that no harm came 
to her. Finally c\en he was unable to 
restrain her, and when the woman be- 
came a confirmed drunkard until she 
finally died in 1902 of acute alcohol- 
ism. 


After her death the will was filed 


here, and was most extraordinary in 
its nature. It bequeathed the great 
bulk of her fortune to her attorney, 
Judge Bunn, making provision for the 
care of her aged father, and setting 
aside a sum 'to be paid to a New York 
society for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals for the 
keeping 
of her 


horses, dogs, cats, birds, &c., of which 
she had a great number. A priest in 
New York was named in the will as 
trustee of the fund, but he refused to 
serve. 


After the will was probated. it was 


learned that the woman had made and 
afterward destroyed within the last 
four months of her life no less than 
four other wills, each as remarkable 
as the above, and each one disposing 
of her property in a different manner, 
though all made ample provision for 
Judge Bunn. 


It is on the theory that the testa- 


trix was mentally unsound and was> 
unduly influenced that the contestants 
rely to break the will.

town that runs ' jtselt" Its citizens 
lave paid "no city taxes tf or more than 
a dozen years, yet the town is .one of 
the most prosperous, in Colorado, an.l 
ast year had an income ot more than 
$15,000 above all running expenses. 


Its entire revenues-came from liquor 


licenses- and water and light rentals, 


the success jof municipal owner- 


ship -here, is strch -that the citizens 
would not go back to the era of pri- 
vate public service corporations under 
any circumstances. Two years ago the 
local 'lighting plant 
was 
purchased 


from the corporation which owned it. 


Last year it showed a gross income 


of $17,905.40, including §1,800 which 
the town charged 
itself 
for street 


lighting. Its operating expenses were 
$14,388.28. The 
town's income for 


water rentals during the same period 
was $10,009.47, and from saloon licens- 
es $14,122. The total receipts from all 
sources were ?49,859.49, an actual sur- 
plus over the town's running expenses 
of $15,570.32. Practically all of this 
surplus was expended in additions, to 
the" town's water 
svstem, which is 


valued at approximately $55,000. The 
lighting plant is appraised at $32,00". 
The latter is now 
furnishing

Not a breath of scandal ras 
iver tainted their efforts in this di- 
rection, though it is recognized -here 
that a change in the statutes which 
would take the management entirely 
out of politics would be an impvo-e- 
ment on the present system.

In the hundred years that followed 


the death of Harald Haarfagr Chris- 
tianity was introduced. In the year 
1028 King Olaw, the Saint, was driven 
out by King Canute the Great of Den- 
mark, but Olaf's son recovered posses- 
sion and until 1319 Norway continued 
to be governed by native kings. Dur- 
ing these centuries the Norse adven- 
turers established permanent colonies 
in Iceland ?nd Greenland and lor a 
while the Okneys and Shetland isles 
and the Hebrides were in possession 
of Norwegian" kings whose last inroad 
into Scotland was repelled in 12C3. 


In ini!), there being no male heirs 


to *he throne, the Norwegian National 
Assembly chose Magnus of Sweden to 
be king. His grandson, having been 
elected King of Denmark in 1376, be- 
came ruler of both Scandinavian-king- 
doms on the death of his father in 
13SO. The last died without male heirs 
and his mother. Queen Margaret of 
Denmark, succeeded to the throne of 
Denmark and Norway. Later she be- 
came mistress also of Sweden. The 
three kingdoms were bound together 
by the union of Calmar in 1397. 


Thence, till 1814, Norway continued 


united with Denmark. The wars of Na- 
poleon severed the union which had 
existed for more than 400 years. Den- 
mark had sided with Bonaparte and 
after his defeat the allies compelled 
her to purchase peace by abandoning 
her sovereignty over Norway. After 
the treaty of Kiel in 1814, by -which 
Denmark's claim'to Norway was ex- 
tinguished, Sweden and Norway be- 
came associated under one king. 


Norway's coast along its outer belt 


of rocks measures about 1^/00 miles, 
but its entire shore line, including the 
fiords and the large islands, is close to 
12.000 miles in length, enough to reach 
half around the world. 
Norway is 


about 250 miles wide in the south and 
in the north a little more than 60 
miles. Its area is 124,129 square miles 
a little more than the area of New 
Mexico. Its population in 1900 num- 
bered 2,239,880. and Sweden's in the 
following year numbered 3,175,228.
